CANTONESE SOLDIERS 
ROB ONLY EUROPEANS 


Sun and Chang Visit Port. City 
Together; Prepare for 
Decisive Fight. 


Shanghai, Feb. 27 (By A. P.) —Shell- 
ing of Shanghai! from the sea and river 
approaches to this gateway city of 
China is the next move feared from 
the victorious Cantonese forces. 

In order to fend off an attack from 
Cantonese naval craft under cover of 
night, the Chinese defense commis- 
sioner of Shanghai tonight issued 8 
proclamation declaring the Woosung 
approach to the Whangpoo river closed 
to all ships from sunset to sunrise. 

The move was considered a drastic 
one, and although intended to aid, ip 
the ultimate defense of foreign settle- 
ments as well as the native sections of 
Shanghai, the order was immediately 
protested by the-consular body. 

Proponents of the order clésing the 
Woosung entrance, which is the only 
epproach from the Yangtse river, gen- 
erally recognize that the Chinese com- 
mander responsible fof the defense of 
Shanghai must be permitted to have « 
free hand in the making of regulations 
concerning the movement of ships. 

Would Hold Up Shipping. 
However, it was pointed out that 
Shanghai's immense shipping move- 
ments afe at the dictates of the tides 
and can not be interfered with by an 
absolute order prohibiting the move- 
ment of ships at night.

: News to this effect was brought here 
by an eyewitness, a Presbyterian mie- 
sionary, who said that a day before the 
occupation of Hangchow by the Can- 
tonese, large numbers of the northern 
soldiers demanded money from the 
chamber of commerce. 

Members of this body, knowing the 
southerners were near, tried to put off 
the demands with promises. This was 
unsatisfactory to the northern soldiers 
who marked out a section of the city 
a mile square, containing the best 
shops and including those of the eilver- 
smiths, and tmmediately looted every- 
thing in sight. 

They then returned to the chamber 
and asked if they wanted more looting, 
whereupon the members handed out 
$40,000 in cash. 


Cantonese Are Welcomed. 


The next morning, with the knowl- 
edge that the southerners were fast ap- 
proaching, an organized corps of armed 
civilians began to attack and slaughter 
all northery soldiers and civilian loot- 
ers they could find. Hundreds were 
butchered in this man hunt, the mis- 
sionary said. 

In detailing some of the scenes dur- 
ing the reign of terror the eyewitness 
said he saw one iloot-laden soldier 
dragged out into the open and kicked 


‘ and trampled to death. Another's head 


was completely blown off. 

The treatment received from the 
northerners, the missionary said, made 
the citizens of Hangchow welcome the 
Cantonese.

Rome, Feb. 27 (By A. P.).-—Creation 
by the Italian government of a special 


news service devoting itself to an in- 
quiry into the sources jof anti-Italian 
journalistic attacks abroad is urged by 
the Messagero, which asserts that such 
action would be a service not only to 
Italy, but to all nations honeatly de- 
sirous of a frank international under- 
standing.

CALLS PROGRAM PRETEXT 


The Republican administration was 
assailed last night in a broadside sent 
out by the Democratic national com- 
mittee, because it failed to reduce taxes 


at this session of Congress and devoted 
the $290,000,000 estimated surplus to 
the reduction of the national debt. 

“The Republicans lined up obedi- 
ently,” says the committee, and the 
Garner motion in the House and the 
Reed motion in the Senate for further 
tax reduction were rejected. 

“To all Democratic efforts to help 
the taxpayer the cry, ‘Apply the sur- 
plus to the public debt,’ was set up by 
the Republicans, who felt the need of 
a plausible pretext, and who. counted 
on a short public memory,” says the 
committee In 1925 they contended 
there shovld be @ tax cut on the 
strength ‘af an estimated surplus of 
$290.000,000, but with an estimate in 
1926 of a greater surplus, they vetoed a 
tax cut and chorused, “Apply the sur- 
plus on the debt,” meanwhile saying as 
little as possible about the fact that 
the debt is being reduced greatly every 
year by a sinking fund created in the 
Wilson administration. Now they are 
preparing for a cut at the next session 
of the Congress, near the 1928 elec- 
tion. Representative Martin B. Mad- 
den, chairman of the House appropria- 
tions committee, calling at the White 
House, predicted it would be §350,000,-

New York, Feb. 27 (By A. P.).--The 
late Harry. Houdini's spectacular “tele- 
pathy” was disclosed today as a tele- 
phone system, for which his whole 
house was wired,,the New York World 


says. 

Houdini employed the ideas of Thom- 
as A. Edison in developing a contrap- 
tion which would fake the sembiance 


of thought transference. The secret 
was that Houdini! wore an electric belt 
which established an invisible connec- 
tion, by electromagnetic induction, with 
loops of wire concealed under a carpet. 
When these loops were eriergized by 
the current of a telephone circuit in- 
visible lihes of magnetism, cutting 
across the turns of wire in the electric 
belt, generated a minute electric cur- 
rent 

-This current was the exact counter- 
part of the one which energized the 
wires beneath the carpet. It was the 
sum total of this induced electrical 


energy which vibrated the diaphragm 
of a miniature telephone receiver and 
reproduced speech. The trick was to 
pick up utterances of “thought trans- 
mitters” by means of “planted” dicta- 
phones, and then repeat these utter- 
ances on a strong telephone circuit ter- 
minating in the loops under the car- 
pet where Houdini stood.

Which Solidified Separately, 
Professor Holds. 


HAS INCREASED IN SIZE 


Chicago, Feb. 27 (By A. P.).—Our 
earth is a progeny of the sun rather 
than some cosmic orphan which, like 
“Topsy,” just growed, Thomas Chrow- 
der Chamberlain, professor emeritus of 
the University of Chicago, has con- 
cluded after 22 years or study of his 
planetismal hypothesis formulated in 
1904. 

Prof. Chamberlain's theory started 
with the assumption that a star ap- 


proached the sun near enough to stim- 
ulate solar eruption sufficient to cause 
the sun to project small masses of sub- 
stances toward the star, the star draw- 
ing the sun-substance in the. direction 
of ita own motion, and giving the sub- 
stance revolutionary action about the 
sun. 

The substance drawn from the sun 
has become the earth, Prof. Chamber- 
lain has concluded. slowly building up 
in @ solid state until it has reached 
ite present size. ¢ 

That the earth grew in a solid state 
{80 its effects would be permangnt, e¢x- 
cept as such solid structures modified 
themselves as they grew, is Prof. Cham- 
berlain’s conclusion, because, he said, 
if the globe had been molten the 
difference in structure would have dis- 
appeared and the whole globe would be 
asymmetrical and free from peculiar!- 
ties. 

Earth-matter projected from the sun 
rotated on its own axis, similar to a 
shell fired from a rified cannon, the 
professor said. This rotation aided in 
the dispersion of the bolts into ecatter- 
ed bodies revolving around the sun 
like planets, leaving only a smal! pro- 
portion of the heaviest and slowest 
still weder the control of its own 
gravity. | 

The scattering not only involved the 
cooling of the matter but gave it its 
orbital. state, Prof. Chamberlain said, 
and dispersed the gases because their 
molecules were too light and too swift 
to be held under control of the matter. 
Re-coliection of these small bodies in 
orbits would be too slow to heat the 
earth into a molten mass, the professor 
said.

United States government obligations 
were especially in demand, and several 
of them touched new rccord prices.

THE STATUS OF BOULDER DAM. 


The vote against cloture on the Boulder dam 
bill has been erroneously regarded in some 
quarters as a test of strength on the bill itself. 
The cloture vote, on the contrary, was not ap 
indication of the number of senators who were 
ready to vote for the bill. Senator Johnson 
of California, in charge of the bill, made a 
most skillful and gallant fight for his measure, 
and but for the congested condition of the 
Senate he might have secured its passage. 
Senators who favored the bill were virtually 
compelled to vote against cloture in order to 
safeguard the chances of other bills for which 
they were responsible, and which might have 
been shut out if cloture had been applied on 
the Boulder dam bill, possibly followed by 
cloture on other bills. 

The Senate action can not properly be con-. 
strued to be adverse to the Boulder dam bill, 
but as evidence of a desire to keep the re- 
maining hours of the seasion open for all legis- 
lation. The Boulder dam bill itself is still, 
before the Senate. . 

The campaign waged by Senator Johnson 
for this bill has laid the foundation for enact- 
ment of the measure, Through his personal 
popularity, his tact, and his forceful presenta- 
tion of the case he has advanced the favorable 
action of Congress by at least two years. The 
Boulder dam project ts of such magnitude, and 
the bill contains such controversial features, 
that Congress would not have been disposed 
to consider it at this short session. But 
Senator Johnson has placed the bill at the fore- 
front and the project is now well understood 
by the country. Presuntably during the sum- 
mer conferences will be held which will help 
to remove some of the points in controversy, 
so that Congress can consider and pass the 
bill next winter. This would be remarkably 
prompt action, in view of all the circumstances, 
and would be, a high compliment to Senator 
Johnson's personal influence and narliamentary

WORKING FOR AN AIRPORT. 


The District commissioners have asked tha 
director of the budget if the establishment of 


‘a municipal airport in Washington would con- 


flict in any way with the President's economy 
program. Legislation now pending in Con- 
gress, known as the Gasque bill, would author- 
ize the commissioners to acquire the old Ben- 
ning race track at a cost not to exceed $378,- 
000, and to build thereon an aifport with aA 
total cost limit, including the purchase of the 
site, of $600,000. The commissioners have 
withheld their approval of this measure, but 
have indicated that if the director of the 
budget reports favorably they will recommend 
legislation authorizing its establishment. Be- 
fore any definite site is selected, however, they 
believe that an investigation should be under- 
taken with a view td determining whether an 
airport should be created, how much of an 
airport is needed, where it should be locatéd 
and how it should be financed. 

The commissioners have taken the correct 
stand. Once an airport is established it will 
become a permanent fixture, in all probability 
as difficult to move as a railroad station. It is 
important, therefore, that no mistake be made 
in its location, and that every precaution be 
taken to insure an area sufficient for future 
expansion. It is not generally believed that 
the Benning location is even reasonably satis- 
factory, although it may be found that that 
lo¢ation is the best obtainable. The Benning 
site, however, does not include a water front 
and could not be used by seaplanes.

NE of the features of Contract 
O Auction Bridge, not a part of the 
game as originally conceived, is 
the provision that a side becomes “vul- 
nerable” when it has won one game; 
on the rubber game both sides are 
vulnerable. Most players in this coun- 
try use this feature, and it also is 
used by a considerable proportion of | 
foreign players, although there are 
many, especially in France, who do not | 
like it and who no longer use it. | 
In the new Code of Laws which the | 
Knickerbocker Whist Club (New York) 
has drafted for Contract, Law 7, en- 
titled “Vulnerable or Danger Zone,” 
provides that when a vulnerable side 
assumes the contract, the bonuses for 
making contract and overtricks, and 
the penalties for undertricks are dou- 
bled; the slam bonuses being increased 
by one-half. Being vulnerable does not 
alter trick value. Aside having no game 
on the rubber is “invulnerable.” and 
its bonuses and penalties are not in- 
creased. Wher both sides are vulner- | 
‘able, the increases apply to both sides. 
The Knickerbocker code makes the use 
of vulnerability optional and says in 
its preface: 
“The ‘vulnerable’ feature of the game | 
has been made optional and may be) 
played or not as the particular group | 
may decide.
